When War Lord Travels in Bel- 
gium All Stations are Cleared 


How closely the German emperor 
is guarded Whee he travels through 
Belgium is told as follows by # cor- 
respondent of the London’ Daily 
Chronicle, who several times has 
witnessed the kaiser’s arrival: 

“Whenever the passage of thé im- 
perial train is to take place the fact 
is not known’ to the Chief railway of- 
ficials until a quarter of an hour be- 
fore the arrival.
